Tribute to Mother.

That the national en franchisement
of women will take place within the
next ten years and that every woman

of the country "must prepaj-e for it
whether you may want it or not" was

the declaration of John Barrett, direc¬
tor general of the Pan-American Union,
at the annual graduation exercises of
Chevy Chase Seminary, held in the
auditorium of the institution. Con¬
necticut avenue extended, last evening:.

"I am not one of those who believe
iii disarmament or a foolish policy of
dealing with international difficulties,''
he continued, "but I feel confident that
'he psychological effect of woman's
hand in government will insure pence."
For a moment Mr. Barrett recalled
he splendid judgment his mother, who

js now eighty-one years of age, has
ever displayed in helping to guide him
over difficult places in his career, he
averring that each one of the grad¬
uates should cultivate those qualities
of mind and heart which go so far
toward making the American mother
an object so worthy of emulation by
the mothers of all other nations of
the globe.

Reminded of Pleasures.
The young women of the class were

then reminded by the speaker that they
should dance and enjoy themselves and
that possibly "a reasonable amount of
flirting will not harm you." "Have a good
time," he averred, "but ever remember
that you are citizens of the T'nited
States, a nation which holds in its
hands the future of rlvilization."

Mr. Barrett also paid a brief tribute
to President Wilson, declaring that the
crisis which faces this country as a re¬
sult of the sinking of the Lusitania is the
greatest in its history and that the coun¬
try should be thankful that the man at
the helm of the nation's affairs is of the
raliber of Abraham Lincoln, and will
guide the ship of state into the harbor of
I ?eace.
